JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) — 
Foreign Minister Subandrio today 
rejected the latest Dutch offer to 
• egotiate their dispute over West 
N e w Guinea. He said Indonesia 
would 
negotiate 
only 
if 
the 
Dutch agreed in advance to trans­ 
fer the area to Indonesian control. 
Otherwise, said Subandrio, In­ 
donesia will take the Dutch-con- 
trolled western half of the big 
island by invasion, 
as it has 
threatened. 
“We do not object to bilateral 
negotiations with the purpose of 
the transfer of the administration 
of West Irian (West New Guinea) 
to Indonesia,” Subandrio said. 
Subandrio thus replied within 24 
hours to Dutch Premier Jan de 
Quay’s unconditional offer to talk 
over the future of the 159,000 
square miles of jungle and moun­ 
tain territory claimed by Indone­ 
sia ever since it won independence 
from the Dutch in 1949. 
Subandrio said De Quay’s offer 
“seems to me to be a mere for­ 
mality because he still empha­ 
sized the basic policy of the Neth­ 
erlands is self-determination for 
the people of West Irian.” 
In The Hague, Dutch Foreign 
Minister Joseph Luns expressed 
hope that Subandrio’s statement 
was not Indonesia’s last word. He 
told Parliament that Indonesian 
threats to use force “is a very 
serious matter.”

That o nly anno y ed him. He had 
u ndo u btedly spent y ears thinking 
o u t this pro blem. It nev er o ccu rr­ 
ed to him that if all the Chinese 
became du mb and co u d no t speak 
to each o ther at all, may be they 
wo u ld hav e no pro blems. 
This generatio n has fo rgo tten 
Dr 
Zamenho f who came fro m 
Warsaw and gav e the wo rld Es­ 
peranto . He inv ented a new lan­ 
gu age. If the 2,000.000.000 hu man 
beings o n Earth spo ke to each o th 
cr in Esperanto , they wo u ld u nd 
erstand each o ther better. 
Bu t it has tu rned o u t that the 
better we u nderstand each o ther, 
the less we like each o ther. It u sed 
to be that no bo dy u ndersto o d the 
hu ndred o r so dialects o f India, 
mo st o f them being lo cal co rru pt­ 
io ns o f Sanskrit. Bu t no w that the 
Indians hav e co me to the United 
Natio ns and can hear all kinds o f 
langu ages they no t o nly want to 


qu arrel with each o ther bu t with 
all the wo rld. 
Or lo o k at China which has 
mo re langu ages than any natio n 
o n Earth, and fo r tho u sands o f 
y ears the v ario u s races o f China 
go t alo ng well eno u gh to gether, 
hav ing little wars bu t no ne o f 
them amo u nting to to o mu ch, u p 
to the Taiping Rebellio n which de­ 
cimated an eno rmo u s part o f the 
peo ple o f China. Bu t no w the 
Chinese hav e attempted to hav e 
o ne langu age, Kwan Hu a, o r as 
the igno rant fo reigners call it, 
Mandrin, and they hav e no t o nly 
tried to ex terminate each o ther 
bu t are fighting ev ery bo dy in Asia. 
It is cu rio u s that the better we 
u nderstand each o ther, the mo re 
we dislike each o ther. Geo rge Ber 
nard 
Shaw 
was 
so 
preju diced 
against wo men that he regarded 
them as equ al to men. Shaw was 
cru el, fo r what man wo u ld hav e 
his hair dy ed each seaso n fo r no 
better reaso n then that a n e w 
shade had beco me fashio nable; o r 
what man wo u ld paint his finger 
nails v ario u s co lo rs ex cept a sa 
v age warrio r o r an American In­ 
dian to indicate a tribal mark? 
Su rely no man since the time o f 
Lo u is XIV wo u ld wear the kinds 
o f heels that are no w fashio nable 
amo ng wo men which inv o lv e the 
risk o f the heel breaking o ff and 
hu rling the wo man fo rward o r 
making her walk u ngracefu lly as 
tho u gh o n stilts. 
Far be it fro m me to be anti­ 
female. In fact, I am so mu ch pro 
that my wife o ften tells me to be 
my age which strikes me as u t­ 
terly ridicu lo u s. Why wo u ld any ­ 
o ne want to be his age if he c a n 
po ssibly be y o u nger and gay er? 
Bu t that is no t the po int. What 
we are talking abo u t is that so me 
fo lks find a simple so lu tio n to all 
pro blems which brings them great

Dr. Sterling M. MeMurrin, U. S. Com­ 
missioner of Education, is about to appoint 
a five * or- six - member panel of advisers 
to tell him how to help big c it y , schools. 
Dr. Jam es Bryant Conant concluded aft­ 
er a survey of city schools that too many 
of them are failing to meet the challenge 
of educating young people and are turning 
them out into the streets unprepared for 
anything except crime and trouble. He urg­ 
ed d e v e l o p m e n t of more vocational- 
type schools. 
Dr. MeMurrin leans to the theory that 
radical methods may be necessary to 
help the big city schools.

ALICE SPRINGS, Central Aus­ 
tralia — For the tourist who is 
willing to forego some of the lux­ 
uries of routine travel for a thrill­ 
ing new experience, Central Aus­ 
tralia is the place. 
This is the heart of the Aus­ 
tralian 
continent, the true 
Out­ 
back. United States tourists now 
come here on their South Pacific 
cruises, flying by air from Sydney 
or Melbourne for brief visits. 
Hub of this geological wonder­ 
land and jumpoff point for tours is 
Alice 
Springs, 
a 
frontier 
town 
where cattlem en 
and 
aborigines 
walk the streets. 
Alice Springs nestles in the Mac- 
; Donnel Ranges which are the true 
heart of Australia — sharp, mag- 
; nificent hills from 3,000 to 4.000 
feet high stretching for 400 miles 
across the mighty red plains. 
The 
usual 
Central 
Australian 
tour is a combination of several 
days at Alice Springs with three 
or four-day tours southwest to Ay­ 
ers Rock, 
west 
to Glen 
Helen 
Gorge and east to the Ross River 
Valley. 
Avers Rock, World’s l a r g e s t 
monolith, and the No, I magnet 
drawing tourists to the Red Cen­ 
ter. is 275 miles southwest of Alice 
Springs.
